A Sham Preposal 

Now on the surface this propo- 
sition seems to be fair enough. 
What more just than that a man 
be accorded the right of his day 
in court? But. it requires very 
little examination to see that the 
whole proposal .is a sham, an 
insidious attack against the So- 
viet Union, an attempt of Trotz- 
kyite schemers to build their 
disruptive movement by appeals 
to sentiments of fair play. 

If Trotzky has a case, if he 
can defend himself, why does he 
not return to Moscow and face 
the courts of the Russian revolu- 
tion? There could be no question 
of his receiving a fair trial, not 
only inasmuch as Soviet courts 
always give all prisoners an hon- 
est hearing, but also because the 
whole world would focus: its 
eyes upon a Trotzky trial ii Mos- 
cow and fellow it in minutest 
detail. Under such a sharp and 
penetrating serutiny there could 
not be the faintest possibility of 
a frameup. 

World public opinion protected 
Dimitroff in his heroic court bat- 
tle against Hitler’s hangmen in 
the Reichstag fire trial. Sq what 
could Trotzky possibly have to 
fear in a Soviet court if he 
were able to prove his. inno- 
cence before the world?

Manual workers were 
increased from 51 to 75 cents an 
hour in miscellaneous occupa- 
tions; and from 51 to 61 cents in 
certain other classifications. In 
still other classifications increases 
were: 77 cents to 88 cents; $1.09 
to’ $1.15; $1.42 to $1.50.°The in- 
creases are effective March 1. *

LOS ANGELES—The Ameri- 
can Medical Assn. presented 
Goodyear Co. with a certificate 
for Raving one of the best em- 
ployee health services in indus- 
try. 

If this is how Goodyear rates, 
we Goodyear workers would 
hate to see some of the other 
medical departments! 

The: Wingfoot Clan (Good- 
year’s fink newspaper) makes a 
big ballyhoo about safety shoes 
($3.35. a pair), interdepartmental 
safety contents, the Relief Assn., 
the White Elephant award to the 
department having the most time 
lost. due to accidents, and a col- 
umn warning against the cold 
epidemic, but so far as any real 
health insurance goes, we don’t 
see any of it. 

Speed-up System 

Suppose a man is pushing him- 
self to the limit to keep up with 
the piece work rate—do you 
think he’s got time to think of 
a White Elephant or winning a 
picnic in June? If he does hurt 
himself, he will usually try to 
keep on working rather than 
lose the time it takes to get to 
the hospital. 

And besides, the atmosphere 
in the hospital isn’t too genial. 
More than one of the boys have 
the feeling that it’s a potch-’em- 
up and_ send-’em-back-to-work 
policy that is followed. 

A Real Health Program 

Here are some things we 
would like Goodyear to do for 
our health: 

1. Raise rate so that we would 
not have: to hurt ourselves to 
make a living. 

2. Pay full wages for all time 
lost on account of sickness: or in- 
jury, plus doctor bills. 

3. Keep a closer check on 
equipment to prevent injury. 

4. Give vacations after one 
year service, not five.

We are not all organized yet,

Go to Unorganized Shops 

As I heard that, an idea came 
to my mind and I suggested to 
the members the idea, and it 
is that we make lists, and mem- 
bers that are willing to help the 
maritime strikers, shall go to 
those shops that are not organ- 
ized and ask them to contribute 
for the strikers. 

Inasmuch as they do not be- 
long to the union and contrib- 
ute nothing, they shall at least 
contribute when other workers 
struggle for better conditions. 
The contributions will be a help 
to win better conditions for all 
the workers. As I know them 
all, being on strike with them 
three years ago, I know they 
would not refuse. 


Collected $50 

All the members thought it 
was a good idea. Only five peo- 
ple took the lists, the organizer 
included. We have collected 
$50 in a very short time, only 
five shops were attended. One 
shop took the list and collected 
$11.25 and sent a check to the 
union. 

We also had a chance to talk 
to the workers while presenting 
the lists to them for contribu- 
tons, about coming into the un- 
ion and having a union that will 
fight for better wages and hours.

The company promised work- 
ers that when they moved into 
this new shov, everyone would 
get a better job and more pay. 

Instead they got more work 


and less pay. 


What Workers Got 


Examples: ‘ 

Pipe moulders worked 60 box- 
es at $6 per day. When they 
moved into the néw shop they 
were given five more boxes and 
nay cut of 25 cents. When moul- 
ders inquired: about the pay cut, 
they were asked why they kick- 
ed about onlv 25 cents, by the 
superintendent. 

The boss was asked the same 
question by the workers. The 
boss told them that they would 
he paid $6 ver day for weeks of 
Januvarv 17 and 24, then they 
would be put on piece work at 
18 cents ver box for 4-inch pipe, 
1514 cents for 2-inch pipe. Moul- 
ders must stand breakage and 
cold runs. Have never made a 
clean heat vet. From three to 
25 per cent less per heat. 

Iaborers have been cut from 
$3.60 to $3.20 per day.

The senator replied in effect 
that he was aware of the need 
for an increase in the number of 
inspectors, but feared the result- 
ing increase in taxes would hin- 
der its passage. 

In the second letter from the 
union to the senator the secre- 
tary wrote the following, “We 


realize taxes have increased, hut 


thefe has also been an increase 
in accidents — preventing” acci- 
dents. if there were enough in- 
spectors to enforce the laws ‘of 
the industrial ‘accident commis- 
sion, this loss of life, partial or 
total disability with resulting 
loss of time and suffering could 
be eliminated to a greater de- 
gree. To gain this end we feel 
that any slight increase in taxes 
would be justified.” 

Reply to this second’ letter De- 
lap, wrote in part, “It is appar- 
ent that I did not make myself 
clear in my last letter . . . please 
understand I am in thorough ac- 
cord with the views of the mem- 
bers of your organization in re- 
gard to the proper administration 
of. the industrial accident laws, 
and I believe additional inspec- 
tors are undoubtedly needed for 
proper enforcement of such laws. 
It will, however, be necessary , to 
pay them and I believe that. all 
items of additional expense in 
state government should await 


the determination by the legis-, 
lature of the tax set-up for the 


coming two years.

Law is Valid 
Convicted and sentenced to 
serve four months in the Tulare 
County jail, he sought release by 
habeas corpus action, contending 
the wage law. was an _ infringe- 
ment on the rights of two per- 
sons to make’ a contract. The 
Fourth District Court of Appeal 
held the law constitutional. 
“It is surprising how many 
employers are unaware of this 
state provision,” said Nolan. 


LOS ANGELES.—In a deter- 
mined move for union recogni- 
tion, the Screen Actors’ Guild 
is forming proposals to be pre- 
sented at a conference next 
month in New York where rep- 
resentatiyes from the unions and 
the studios will be present. 

Kenneth Thomson, secretary 
of the Guild and vice-president 
of the California Federation of 
Labor, has been appointed dele- 
gate from the Guild to the con- 
ference. 


Chief point that Thomson will 
pursue will be the gaining of 
producer recognition for which 
the Guild has been fighting for 
over a year. 

Though present at the last 
year’s conference, the Guild fail- 
ed to obtain recognition. Since 
then, it has been steadily increas- 
ing its membership and strength- 
ening. its ties through labor’s 
ranks. 
. In the past five months, the 
Guild has increased its ranks by 
400 new members.

Why Miners Will 
- Tie Tin Can To 
William Green 


WASHINGTON—Machinery to 
expel. Wm. Green, president of 
the American Federation of La- 
bor, from his. own union, the 
United Mine Workers of Ameri- 
ca, was.set in operation here as 
the policy board of the UMW in- 
structed the international officers 


to “take such steps as are nec-|. 


essary to have William Green 
expelled from membership inthe 
United Mine Workers.”’ 

In its resolution the policy 
committee of the UWM, meet- 
ing here to formulate wage and 
hour demands ;:to be presented 
to coa] operators in New York 
on February 17, declared that the 
tactics and statements of Presi- 
dent Green’ and John P. Frey, 
president of the Metal Trades 
Department, regarding the recent 
automobile strike ‘amount to 
treason and a betrayal of labor, 
its principles and its ideals.” 

The resolution further declared 
that “these statements from the 
president of the AFL certainly 
indicate that he has’lost all of 
the principles and ideals of labor, 
that he is a man devoid of prin- 
ctple, destitute of honor and is 
certainly an enemy of real pro- 
gressive representative trade un- 
ionism in this country.” 

It was rescived that “we con- 
demn the president of the AFL, 
Wm. Green, and his .academic 
friend, Colonel John P. Frey, 
for their gratuitous, ‘insulting, 
anti-union, strike-breaking state- 
ments and we call upon the AFL 
to repudiate these individuals in 
their unwarranted, traitorous ac- 
tions and we brand and stamp 
them as men not fit to repre- 
sent labor in any capacity in this 
country.” 

According to the practice of 
the United Mine Workers, formal 
charges will be filed against 
Green in his local union 379 
in Coshocton, Ohio and a trial 
will be held. Decisions of the 
local union can be appealed to 
the international executive board 
of the union. 

In November, 1936, the inter- 
national executive board of the 
United Mine Workers’ found 
Green guilty of “conspiring with 
the enemies of the union” and 
ordered him to “cease and de- 
sist” order.

Labor’s League In 
Legislation Plan 


WASHINGTON — George L. 
Berry, president of labor’s Non- 
Partisan League, announced that 
the league had sent to all st&t 
chairmen copies of bills recom- 
mended for local enactment as 
a part of the legislative program 
of every State branch, 

The legislation submitted cov- 
ered the following subjects: 

A State labor relations act 
similar to the Wagner National 
Labor Relations Act. 

' Ahti-Injunction Act 

A State anti-injunction act 
similar to the Federal Norris-La 
Guardia Act prohibiting the use 
of injunctions in labor disputes. 

An anti-eviction act, prohibit- 
ing evictions of employes engag- 
ed in labor disputes. 

‘A civil liberties act, prohibit- 
ing local ordinances which pre- 
vent meetings, assemblies, pa- 
rades, or, distribution of litera- 
ture, ete. 

A deputy sheriff act, limiting 
the number of deputy sheriffs 
and requiring that their compen- 
sation be from public funds. 


Curb On Detectives 

A licensing of detectives act, 
requiring all persons who act as 
private police, private guards, 
or private detectives to be li- 
censed, and prohibiting the is- 
suance of licenses to «former 
strikebreakers.
